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EZRA MATHEWSON KILLED 


One of the Best Known Young Farmer* 


in Buena Vista Meets With a 


Mysterious Death. 


Nearly every person in Portage 


county knew Ezra Mathewson, of 
Buena Vista, he having lived in that 
town from the time of his birth, 
except a few years spent in mining in 
the far west. 
He was bo.rn near 


Kecne, in that town, 40 years ago on 
the 22d of last October, and was a 
son of the late Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Mathewson. 
He lived on the old 


homestead, and was unmarried. 
Yes- 


terday he was engaged in dragging, 
driving a spirited team, with which 
he seemed to have more or less trouble 
during the afternoon. 
This was 


noticed by a young man, Louis Gun- 
derson, employed by Mr. Mathewson, 
and who was at work in a field near 
by. 
Between five and six o'clock 


Gunderson's attention was attracted 
by an unusual noise, and looking up 
he saw a cloud of dust, and noticed 
that the team was running away. 
Gunderson ran to where Mr. Mathew- 
son had been seen a few moments 
before, and found him lying upon bis 
face. 
He was unconscious when 


turned over, but was groaning and 
seemed to be in great pain. 
The 


young man then caught the team, 
hitched it to a lumber wagon and 
made an attempt to lift his employer 
in the vehicle, but was unable to do 
so. He then drove rapidly to Keene, 
less than a mile distant, and securing 
help Mr. Mathewson was placed in 
the wagon and conveyed home. 
All 


this time the unfortunate man re- 
mained in an unconscious condition. 


Gunderson lost no time in driving 


to Plover, where Dr. Southwick was 
summoned from this city. The latter 
drove to the Mattbewson homestead 
at once, making the trip in one hour 
and five minutes, but when he arrived 
there Ezra had been dead some time. 
An examination showed a black spot 
on the left breast above the heart, in- 
dicating that a rib had been fractured, 
and this undoubtedly penetrated the 
heart. The wound must have been 
received by a kick from one of the 
horses, for if the drag flew up and 
struck him, it would without doubt 
have cut the clothing and flesh. 


The deceased was a well-to-do far- 


mer, well liked by the hundreds who 
knew him, and all will be pained to 
learn of his sad death. 
"He leaves 


three brothers, Brayton, of Pittsville; 
Alvah, of Buena Vista, and Henry, of 
this city, and five sisters; 'Mrs.-Lafay- 
ette Dawley, of Ada, Minn.; Mrs. 
Mary Beatty, of Lake City, Minn.; 
Mrs. Welthy Stevens, of California; 
Mrs. Elta Briggs, of Chicago, and 
Mrs. Scott Altenberg, of Buena Vista. 
The funeral will take place from the 
M. E. church on the Matthewson 
homestead, at Keene, at 2 o'clock 
Thursday alternoon. 


Alvah Mathewson, brother of the 


deceased, is in the city this afternoon, 
and he says that life had practically 
departed from Ezra's body before they 
picked him up from the field. The 
death blow was caused by the horse 
kicking him.

with an .oration on "Saratoga, in

surrendering with nearly 6,000 men, 
and what the result might have been 
if the foreigners had won. 


Archie McPhail, in a clear, ringing 


voice, delivered an oration on "Daniel 
Webster," commencing 
with 
his 


school days, his successes and fail- 
ures, and during which time and for 
years thereafter he was most retiring 
and timid, with a decided distaste-for 
appearing in public. 
Thereafter he 


became a great orator, however: 
Three times he sought the presi- 
dential chair, 'and three" times was 
defeated. 
His work in congress was 


especially noted, and his great speech 
of two days, in 1830, with Mr. Hayne, 
of South Carolina, on the right of 
nuliflcation, was one of the master 
pieces of the English language. 


Miss Genevieve McDill's recitation, 


"Money Musk," was as artistically 
presented as it was pleasing, the 
sweet strains of the violin being heard 
from behind the scenes, and her 
gestures and movements were as 
graceful as her delivery was clear and 
distinct. 


Frank Pierce was the next speaker, 


his oration being entitled, "Duties of 
an American Citizen." He said that 
it was the duty of every citizen to 
attend the political caucuses of his 
party, as there may be laid the foun- 
dation for pure politics. 
Public sen- 


timent is against boodling, as it is 
against impurity at the ballot box, 
and he closed with an appeal to the 
people to see that good men are placed 
in office.

Tho remains must, of course, bo burled

During the time this royal funeral pro- 


cession was slowly winding its weary way 
toward tho capital thousands of people 
Hooked to tho wayside to get a glimpse of 
It. It was a great event In the history of 
the rural districts, and they did everything 
possible to make the solemn occasion a 
memorable one. 
Wherever the procession 


halted for the night or for other cause tho 
people afterward sot up it memorial. Ono 
of the longest stops was made at Chnrlng, 
and subsequently a richly carved memorial 
cross was erected on tho site of the camp. 
This was thu Olmrlng Cross of history. It 
Stood until 1047, when tho last vestige of 
It was destroyed during tho civil wars of 
Charles I, the vandals who destroyed thu 
relic claiming It to be a monument of pop- 
ish superstition Charing Cross as seen to- 
day was erected by the .Southern Kaihvuy 
company In the year 18(55.—St. Louis He- 
public.

Stonm »n<l II«nt Waste. 


In regard to wastes of heat in genorat 


ing steam the opinion Is expressed by Kn- 
gineer Kent, in a lecture before tho Frank- 
lin institute, that there does not seem to 
bo any possibility of greatly reducing the 
waste In tho steam engine, so that Its con- 
sumption will be less than ]i'a pounds 
per hour; that in all stunni engines there 
must be thrown away either hoi. steam, as 
In high pressure engines, or a vast volume 
of hot water, as in nonoondonslng engines, 
in tho latter case there being no known 
way of recovering the heat from the water 
thrown away, so that it may be used again 
in the engine. The preventable wastes, he 
says, are those enormous ones which are 
indicated by the difference between a con- 
sumption of IL"'J pounds per hour per 
horsepower and the 2fi, !tfi or even 100 
pounds which are used In tho various types 
of engines and the still more inexcusable 
waste*, which are ludlcntod by the differ- 
ence In the figures hhowing tho best prac- 
tice and the worst In steam boilers. Mr. 
Kent thinks it may be left for the next 
century to discover .some way of obtaining 
mechanical energy from coal without, the 
int er% cut Ion of tho steam engine, but at 
present there seems to bo no prospect of 
such an invention.-—New York Sun 


The ritchor Plant. 


The nepenthes or pitcher plant is found 


in JO or ;iO»vivrietles 
It is indigenous to 


.Sumatra. Borneo, louth India, Ceylon and 
many parts of southern Asia and tropical 
Africa 
In Its simplest lorm n small recep- 


tacle or pitcher dcpetiiN from the em! of 
leaf or stem, a hinged lid closing the up- 
per part of the vessel. It is usually about 
half full of clear water, and around tho 
edges of the pitcher is found a viscous 
fluid very attractive to insect*. 
In some 


varieties of the plant tho Insects sip tljo 
fluid, which Rooms to have nn intoxicating 
effect, and then immediately fall Into tho 
water, whore they are drowned. In others 
tho lid of the pitcher is left open nnd clo^os 
with n snap whenever an insect ventures 
in. 
Tho bodies of the Insects probably 


serve In some way to nourish tho plant

nected with tlui window inscription wero 
recalled, the i,'l.iss was removed from Its 
snsh, framed in a plain black wooden 
frame, a piece ,pf dark velvet being placed 
at its back to facilitate rending and the 
signature of liooth entered on tho register 
on Aug. Ill was cut from tho book and at- 
tached to the window glass. The original 
pane is now In tho possession of tho war 
department, to which it was presented by 
tho daughter of tho owner of tho hotel, 
Miss Mary McHonry, soino timo after tho 
assassination of tho president.

THE BIRTH OF GUSTAVUS VASA. 


A Dap to Ho Celebrated by Swede* la 


•very I*»d—Romautto and Pleture«|ue j 
CMwer of the Man Who Delivered Swede* I 
From tbe Danlnh Yoke. 
I 


On May 12, 400 years ago, was born j 


Gustavus Vasa, who 
liberated 
tho j 


Swedish uatiou from the Danish yoke j 
aud became the first royal champion of 
Protestantism iu any laud. Not only iu 
Sweden, but iu every Protcsuuit conn- 
try, will the recurrence of this the four 
hundredth anniversary of hi* birth bo 
celebrated. 


To most people Gustavus Va*.i is 


merely a name indefinitely connected 
with the founding tf tho Protestant 
faith, but the storv cf how he headed 


GTSl'AVUS VASA. 


one of the most successful revolutions 
in history, political as well as religions, 
is one of the most romantic and inter- 
esting to be found in the annals of any 
nation. 


At the period when Gustavus Vasa 


was born Sweden was a downtrodden 
Danish province, running red with the 
blood of the unfortunate and oppressed 
people. For 40 years the Swedes had 
been persistently rebelling, with vary- 
ing success, against the hated Danes. 
Sten Stnre, the regent, who had married 
a half sister of the mother of Gustavus, 
alone held out and bad gone in to retire- 
ment rather than bend to the tyrant. 


Affairs were in a sad state when Gus- 


tavus was summoned to Stockholm, 
where, as a member of the royal family, 
he was to be educated at court. 
Chris- 


tian n, "the Tyrant," had succeeded 
the weak King Hans as ruler of the 
three Scandinavian countries. The reign 
of Christian marked the lowest point 
in the miserable history of Swedish op- 
pression. Such was his cruelty that the 
Swedes once more arose and made an- 
other attempt to shake off the yoke. 
Only the Catholic clergy were in leagno 
with the Danish king. After numerous 
battles a truce was declared, and King 
Christian announced his intention to 
leave. His fleet, continued to hang about 
the coast, however, and finally he sent 
a message to Steu Sture, saying that he 
wished to meet and consult with the 
regent, providing six persons whom he 
named, among them Gustavus Vasa, 
should first be placed on board the Dan- 
ish vessels as hostages. The regent fell 
into the trap, and no sooner were the 
hostages secured than the fleet set Rail. 


Gustavus was thrown into the melan- 


choly Kalo castle, and for a year kept 
prisoner. How ho escaped in the guise 
of a drover, fled to Lubeck, and from 
there found his way back to Sweden, 
hits been told by iminy a Swedish poet 
and depicted by many a Swedish artist. 


In the meantime Christian hud again 


returned to Stockholm, keeping tho peo- 
ple still under subjection. He had him- 
self crowned and marked the occasion 
by beheading over 70 persons. 
He de- 


clared Gustavus an outlaw and set a 
price on his head. 


At last the news spread that King 


Christian was preparing for a journey 
through tho country and that he had 
ordered a gibbet erected in every prov- 
ince. This was tho last straw. Tho pa- 
triots no longer hesitated. 
They called 


on Gustavns to lead them against the 
foreign monster. 
The struggle at tho 


beginning was against almost over- 
whelming odds, but the Swedes were 
thoroughly in earnest, and they swept 
the forces of the tyrant into the sea. 


The business was accomplished in 


less than two years, and when it was 
finished Gnstavns was crowned king in 
I528. Then came the religious reforma- 
tion. At that time the Catholic chureli 
was the real ruler of the laud. King

Ho therefore ques- 
tioned tho man ami by threatening to havo 
him arrested succeeded iti eliciting tho ac- 
knowledgment- tliut ho miido a regular 
buhliies?, of begging postage stumps. Fur- 
thermore, ho ileel 11 red ho made a fair liv- 
ing, often gutting us much as |ii to S3 a 
day. 


At times ho varied tho programme by 


Asking for a live cent stamp, saying that 
his people lived ID Home foreign country. 
There was not one person out of a hun- 
dred, ho Bnlil, who would refuse such a 
simple request, and by working Industri- 
ously lie coulibget togothor from 75 to 100 
two cent and from 10 to £0 11 vu cent 
(tamps in tho eour.se of a day. These ho 
had no trouble in disposing of by knocking 
a few cunts off of tho market rate. 


"Why," ho said, "1 have been at this 


business for over a year right iu Now 
York and havo not yet 'worked' more tlmn 
one-half of the city. I keep a list of tho 
itreete I-work,' and make it a rule to 
never go over tho same ground twice.

Ui'ibroll't in considered as necessary a8 
owning a hut, it may not strike tho every- 
day mind that there was once when an 
umbrella wus a luxury. Kvcii for years 
after they were finally introduced in 
France it waB considered very effeminate 
for u man to carry urn;. 


As a shade from tho sun tho umbrella ii 


of grout antiquity. We bee it in the sculp- 
tures and paintings of Egypt, and Sir 
Gardiner Wilkinson hascugra\ed a deline- 
ation of 1111 Kthiopinn princess traveling In 
her chariot through upper 
Kgypt to 


Thebes, wherein 'he car is furnished with 
a kind of umbrella tixud to a tall btuff ris- 
ing from tint center and in arrangement 
closely resembling tho ehai.su umbrella of 
the present time. Tho recent discoveries at 
Nineveh show that the umbrella (or para- 
sol) was generally carried over tho king In 
time of peace or even In war. 


From tho\cry limiud use of tho parasol 


in Asia and Alrica it seems to have passed 
both u& u distinction und luxury into 
Greece and Hume. Tho skhlriou, or day 
ehado of tho tJreoks, was carried ovr the 
bead of the effigy of liacohus, and tho 
daughters of the aliens at Athens were re- 
quired to bear parasols over tho heads of 
the. maidens of tho city ut tho great festi- 
val of tho Panathuiiou. Wo also nee the par- 
asol figure in the hands of n princess on 
tho Hamilton vases in the British museum. 
Do Fou, it will be remembered, makes Rob- 
inson Crusoe describe that ho had seen 
umbrellas employed in tho Brazils and 
that ho hud constructed his own umbrella 
in imitation of them. ''I covered it with 
skins," he adds, "the hair outward, so 
that it east off tho ruin liko a penthouse 
and kept off tho KUH go effectually that I 
oould walk out in tho hottest of the 
weather with greater advantage than I 
oould before in tho coolest." 


The umbrella was used in England aa a 


luxurioiM sunshade early iu the seven- 
teenth century. Ben Jouson mentions it 
by name iu a comedy produced in 1616. 
The eighteenth century had half elapsed 
before the umbrella had even begun to be 
used in England by both sexes as now. 
Much of tho clamor which was raised 
against the general use of the umbrellas < 
originated with tlio chair men and hack- 
ney coachmen, who, of courso, regarded 
rainy weather as a thing especially de- 
signed for their ad vantage, and from which 
tho public was entitled to no other protec- 
tion than what their vehicles could afford. 


The early specimens of tho English um- 


brella, mndo of oiled silk, wore, when wet, 
exceedingly difficult to open and close; the 
stick and furniture wore heavy und incon- 
venient and the article generally very ex- 
pensive, though ono umbrella manufac- 
turer of- Cheapsldo, in 1807, advertised 
pocket umbrellas.—New York Herald.

men of the west. 
Old political phil- 


osophers are very free in their pre- 
dictions that the platform adopted at 
St. Louis will be too much like the 
Minneapolis or Ohio plank to 
suit 


either the radical gold or silver men. 


It is the belief of these same political 


philosophers, that, unless the unex- 
pected happens, the Chicago conven- 
tion will declare for free silver. They 
admit that the convention will not be 
held for some time, and the action of 
the St. Louis convention in the mean- 
time may influence the result at Chi- 
cago.

NATIONAL GAME.

LARK Griffith, the 
clever 
pitcher of 


the Chicago Club, 
of

League and Ameri- 
can 
Association, 


was born Nov. 20, 
18G9, 
at 
Nevada, 


Mo., but- learned to 
play bail with a 


"*"" 
semi - professional 
team at Blooming- 


ton, 111. His first regular engagement, 
however, was in 1887, who. he joined 
the professional team that represented 
Bloomington 
in 
the 
Illinois-Iowa 


League. Kis good work that year in the 
pitcher's position led to his engage- 
ment with the Milwaukee team, of the 
Western Association, for the season of 
18S8. This organization was at 
that 


time looked upon as one of the strong- 
est baseball organizations outside the 
National League or the American As- 
sociation, but the promise of a success- 
ful financial result of the campaign did 
not pan out as well as anticipated; in 
fact, in a monetary point of view that 
year was one of the most disastrous 
known in the 
minor leagues of the 


West. During the first three weeks of 
the season it rained almost every day, 
and the games which were contested 
were played tinder lowering skies, on 
muddy grounds and in tho presence of 
few spectators. The financial loss of 
the association aggregated in even fig- 
ures $44,000. However, Griffith 
took 


part that year in twenty-nine cham- 
pionship contests, ranking fourth In 
the official pitching averages of the or- 
ganization. 
He remained with the Mil- 


waukees during the next two seasons, 
taking part in 1889 in fifty champion- 
ship games, in forty of which he occu- 
pied the pitcher's position and during 
1890 he took part in forty champion- 
ship contests, in all of which he offi- 
ciated in the pitcher's position. In 1891 
he began the season with the St. Louis 
Club, of the American Association, and 
finished it with the Boston team, of the 
eame association. That was the last 
year of that ill-fatod but sturdy orga- 
nization, which probably did more to- 
ward revising and improving the play- 
Ing rules during the ten years of its ex- 
istence than did any 
other organiza- 


tion. Griffith took part that year with 
the two clubs in thirty-six champion- 
ship games, and helped the latter ma- 
terially in winning the pennant of its 
association. In 
1892 
Griffith 
Immi- 


grated to the Pacific slope, and during 
that season played with I ho Taconiu 
team, of the Pacific Northwest League, 
ranking fifth in tho pitching averages 
of that league, with a percentage of 
.938. He signed 
wilh 
the 
Oakland 


Club, of the California League, for the 
season of 1893, and remained with its 
team until August, when his release 
was obtained by the Chicago Club, of 
the major league, and ho finished the 
eeason with the latter, but did not dike 
part in enough games with that club 
to make a record in the olllclal aver- 
ages of the major league. However, ho 
showed up sufficiently well to be re- 
served for tho season of ISO I, taking 
part that year in forty-one champion- 
ship games, and ranking seventh in the 
official fielding averages for the pitch- 
ers in the major leapue. 
During the 


eeason of 1893 he look purl in t h i i t > - 
nine championship games lor 
I ho Chi- 


cago Club, and he ranked Well up in 
the official batting averages of tho ma- 
jor league, with a percentage of .319. 
Among his best pitching performance* 
was the preventing the St, Louis team 
from making more than four safe hits 
off him on Juno 30, 1S8,", at Chicago, 
111., the Chicagos winning by 7 to 1.

R. G. Dun It Co.'s weekly review of 


trade says: 


"It Is highly suggestive that, with 


as little help as there is now from new 
business, markets are so nearly main- 
tained. 
Summer is close at hand, and 


with new crops promising well and old 
stocks large, it is no wonder that the 
farm products are cheap. 
The fac- 


tories and mills are still waiting for 
the rush of business seen last year, 
and in spite of narrow orders at pres- 
ent are genarally 
holding on 
with 


much confidence. 
It is so late that 


gold exports no longer alarm, for the 
date of expected returns draws near. 


"The decline in wheat and cotton 


has helped in marketing the surplus, 
so that exports have been more liberal. 
From the Atlantic ports there 
were 


2,227,411 bushels of wheat for the week, 
flour included, against 1,555,308 bush- 
els last year; while Western receipts— 
2,006,475 bushels, against 
1,726,457 


bushels last year—increased much less 
than heretofore. 
Estimates entitled 


to most confidence point to a probable 
yield of 500,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
which, with the stock carried over, 
will carry away any danger of oppres- 
sive charges for breadstuffs, 
at 
the 


same time giving producers a fair re- 
turn. 


"The estimates of the cotton acreage 


by the best authorities indicate a crop 
of 10,000,000 bales if the weather is 
lavorable, and the surplus from past 
crops is certain with only a fair yield 
to be laige enough 
to prevent 
any 


harmful rise, as a yield exceeding the 
maximum 
world's 
consumption 
of 


American would probably cause some 
decline. 
The movement of cattle at 


the west is very heavy—at Chicago 10 
per cent greater than last year thus 
far—and lard makes a new low record, 
with enormous stocks accumulated. 


"The hardest problem of the day is 


whether iron and steel prices can be 
maintained, as they have been during 
the past week. 
The nail associations 


have failed thus far to win over com- 
petitors, who undersell them, and are 
able to manufacture 75,00 kegs, against 
every 100,000 by concerns in the combi- 
nation. 
The bar association asks for 


iron more than the seeling price for 
steel bars. Naturally the doubt regard- 
ing the maintenance of prices greatly 
checks the demand for the present, but 
the belief that a much larger demand 
is certain and will not long Je delayed, 
is the one thing which prevents con- 
siderable decline. 


"The textile manufacturers are wait- 


ing, with some cotton goods reduced 
still further in price, and ginghams to 
the lowest point even known, while 
no increase appears in 
the demand. 


Sales ol wool still fall below half the 
quantity required for a full consump- 
tion and prices have further declined, 
the average of quotations by Coates & 
Bros, falling below V!> cents for 
the 


first time, making the fall 47.8 per cent 
in five years. Clay worsteds an'd mix- 
tures, fancy cassimeres, 
and 
fancy 


worsteds are a shade lower, the aver- 
age of representative prices being 28.4 
per cent lower than in the spring of 
1S90, 
against 37.37 per cent a month 


ago.

A Settlement of Ten Thousand Union Vet- 


erau* Where * Year Ago W«« • Wilder- 
ness— Uow the Colony W»» Started— It* 


Growth Mini J'roiuliiliig Pro»|n-cU. 


It is generally admitted that the ex- 


periment •\vhioli i.s bfiiii; tried in Georgia 
of founding 11 colony of veterans of the 
Union army is going to bo a (success. 
Thus fur tho idea of Mr. P. H. Fitz- 
gerald of Iiidimmpoliri, who originated 
the scheme, is being curried out oven 
more rapidly than ho anticipated. The 
plan in brief was to buy 11 tract of 100,- 
000 acres of land, divide, it up into 
farmsof KM s varying from 5 to -10 arres 
with » 1,000 awe sectioji in the center 
plotted f(.r a city. 
Tliis land wius to bo

from northern and western states. 


So far nearly all this htiti lx-en accom- 


plished, andthecnterpriKC- has awakened 
great enthusiasm among tho old soldiers. 
The colonists b.-gun to pour into Irvvin 
county, in which tho tract is located, 
long before complete arrangements had 
boon made for taking euro of them, and 
tho Boction which less than a year ago 
was largely an unpopulated district is 
today a lively community with about 
10,000 inhabitants and more coming by 
every train. 


Tho wntcr of .-ill this soeno of trans- 


formation is tho town of Fitzgerald, 
which is to bo tho future capital of tho 
colony. Last fall Fit/.gerald existed only 
on tho maps of tho colony company. A 
fow stakes had been stuck down hero 
and there to represent where the princi- 
pal streets were to run, but that was all. 
Today Fitzgcraltl is a real i ty . More t hau 
1,000 houses have been constructed, and 
buildings are going up at tho rate of 
three it day. 


Jnst about this time Fitzgerald is 


probably tho most interesting town in 
tho country to visit. 
What could be 


more fascinating than to see a city 
growing under your very eyes? Young 
as it is, Fitzgerald has already had 
phases of existence. Out of one of these 
it is just emerging. 
It was caused by 


peculiar conditions. 


When tho people first began to rush 


into the new colony, tho company offi- 
cials hud not had timo to plot off tho 
whole of the territory, and consequently 
tho allotments could not bo made. This 
is explained by stating that tho farms 
and city lots were not to bo disposed of 
by choice, but by drawing l'>ts, so that

Tlie company offi- 
cials took vigorous measures, however, 
and moved tin1 people out of the shanties 
as fast ILS they could. 


Today tilwekfowij Js disappearing, and 


the authorities hope to wipe it entirely 
out of existence before the hot weather 
comes. In the meantime tlie city h:is 
been growing with a rapidity that even 
astonishes the residents there. Dwelling 
houses, stores, churches, factories and 
hotels have been built or are underway. 
Most of the buildings are eoiihtructcd of 
hard pine. This might sound rather ex- 
traviu^int to people of northern -states 
where that kind of material is rat her ex- 
pensive, but you must rcincmhi r that, 
Pit/herald is rii^ht in (lie heart of the 
Georgia pine belt.

In the course of timo 
builders changed the forma of chimneys 
und guvo them Homo ornamentation. Tho 
hliort chhmiiiys v.'uro terminated frequent- 
ly by low pinnacles, with outlets for tho 
escape of tmioko. Tall chimneys were 
sraiiiro, octagonal or circular and were 
btirmountcd l>y cornlcon, forming capitals, 
the Hiiioko Issuing from the tops. Toward 
the oloHu of thu fifteenth century clustered 
chimney shafts appeared, it is said. Later 
they were more common and were fre- 
quently highly ornamented. 


"By lifting terra eoltn In connection with 


brick nowadays It is possible for an archi- 
tect to get rid of some of the ugliness of a 
chimney and make It a part of the orna- 
mentation of a roof. Tho timo mny come 
when houses can be hcuted cheaply by the 
use of electricity. Then wo can go back 
to tho old stylo of not lutvlug chimneys 
except nt tho stations whore the current 
may bo generated, hut we'll miss tbo open 
fireplaces."—New York Times.

Tho tiny structure la fastened to the^op 


of ono of the highest, pine trees in the vi- 
cinity. The tree is dead, and perhaps has 
been for some time. The top is nt least 70 
foot from the ground. 
The trunk is very 


slender, and, even if tho tree woro young 
und springy, it would not support a man so 
that lie could climb to tho top and nail 
the blrdhoufio In pluuo. 


How long the blrdhouso has been In its 


present position Is unothur ([uustiou hardly 
possible to answer. It looks weather worn, 
but Boeins to be in pood condition other- 
wise. The supports that fasten it to the 
tree are apparently strong enough to hold 
it in its present position fur u lung time. 


Nobody living in tho vicinity knows 


anything about- tlie origin of the l)ird- 
houso. 
Homo say it has been there for 530 


years, and others say only a short time.

LIBERAL AND ENLIGHTENED 


THAN HIS PREDECESSOR. 


H* HM Never ttwtn Out of Pernl* and !• 


Said to Be » Kcltclou* Kauntlc—May 
Have Trouble With IIU Turbulent Blder 
Brother. 


Muzaffer-ed-Dm is the iianie of the 


new shah of Persia. Ho is the second 
eon of Kasr-od-Din, %-ho was recently 
assassinated. The uew ruler of the Em- 
pire of the Sou is 43 years old aud up 
to the time of the death of his fattier 
held the office of governor of TaTarist 


It is a rough road, however, that Mu- 


zaflfer will have to travel before he will 
be allowed to reign peacefully at Tehe- 
ran. 
In the first place he will have to 


snbdvte his elder brother, Zil-es-Sultan, 
a turbulent fellow, who has for years 
fostered an ambition to be shah himself 
and who would not hesitate at killing 
off any number of his immediate rela- 
tives to accomplish that result. It is 
even thought that he had a hand in the 
removal of the late shall, and if he did 
it is evident that his plans for seizing 
the government were matured, for he 
knew years ago that Muzaffcr had been 
chosen to succeed his father. 


The rule of primogeniture does not 


hold in Persia. The late shall had 5 sons 
and aa many as 15 daughters. The girls 
are all married to Persian noblemen. 
Of the sous, Mrmi.ffer was selected in- 
stead of the eldest, whose name, Zil-es- 
Sultau, means Shadow of the Kingdom, 
because the latter was the- offspring of 
one of the plebeian wives of Nasr-ed- 
Din, while Muzaffer's mother was a 
woman of noble birth. Many years ago 
the second sou was designated as the 
successor to tbe throne, and was recog- 
nized as such by all the leading powers 
in Europe. This act did not discourage 
Prince Mirza, as Zil-es-Sultan is called. 
He has long been governor of Ispahan, 
and has always held to the idea that a 
public office is a private snap, for he 
has become immensely wealthy. At one 
time he had collected in his province a 
standing army almost as big as tho 
shah's, but in 1890 his father, fearing

that his sou vras preparing to start a re- 
volt, recalled him to Teheran, scattered 
his army and only allowed him to re- 
turn to his province after he had put 
him under such heavy tribute that his 
wealth was sure to be diminished. 


Musyiffer also had trouble with his 


father recently about money matters, 
but it was not of a serious nature. The 
new shah is not very well known out- 
side of Persia. It has been reported that 
he is weakminded, but this has been 
disputed by in on who have seen him. 
He does have, however, the reputation j 
of being a drunkard, a gambler and a 
religious fanatic, but these are traits 
that are not wholly unusual in Persian 
rulers. 
It is said that he is entirely in 


the hands of the most bigoted section of 
the Shiite priesthood, whose religion is 
a sort of radical Mohammedanism. 


There is no doubt about his sympa- 


thies being with the Russian partisans 
and against those who are inclined to 
be friendly to England. 
This means 


that he will be less liberal than his fa- 
ther. In fact, he knows almost nothing 
at all about western civilization, having 
never been out of Persia. 
He has not 


even been permitted to visit Teheran, 
where some few modern inventions have 
been adopted, such as the telegraph and 
the electric light. He has lived shut up 
in hfs palace at Tabriz, aloof from all 
contact with the outride world, and it 
may be expected that ho will prove a 
very different monarch from the one 
whom he succeeds. 


In many respects the late Nasr-ed- 


Diu was worthy to rule the country of 
Darius and Xerxes. 
He was made shah 


when but a boy of 19. He was surround- 
ed by a corrupt and thievish set of min- 
isters, who advised him badly, but he 
soon got his eyes opened and became the 
most enlightened rulor that the ancient 
empire has had for centuries. He made 
sevf-ral trips to Europe, and in leaving 
his empire did what no previous shah 
had dared to do for agos. Aftr r return- 
ing from each journey ho made reforms 
and introduced some culightened cus- 
tom or modern invention. 


Of course he could be called a civi- 


lized ruler only in comparison with 
"omc of his pifdwopsors. 
In introduc- 


ing the telegraph, for instance, his 
method of overcoming the fanatical ob- 
jections of his subjects was somewhat 
abrupt and cruel The Persians objected i 
to the poles and wires and amused i 
themselves by chopping down the poles 
and shooting away the glass insulators, 
The shah issued an edict forbidding 
these practices, but it was not obeyed. 
Then he sent out his officials to catch 
the offenders, with orders to bury them 
alive at the foot of the mutilated polea 
It is said that within six month* after 
this royal mandate had boon issued ev- 
ery telegraph pole in Persia was mark- 
ed by a grinning skull at its base. But 
the linemen had less work to do, and 
now the telegraph is regarded with awe 
throughout the land.

Bird Shooting Near Cities.

know how they can get practice for bird 
shooting near the cltius during close sea- 
sons without paying for practice at the 
traps. 


There are several kinds of birds which 


fly in such a manner as to require skill in 
the killing and are not protected by law at 
any time. Of course a small gauge gun 
Is beet for such practice, as it takes more 
skill to kill with it than with a big gun, 
and the more skill inquired the bettor the 
practice. 


The kingfisher is a rapidly darting flier, 


rather shy and hard to kill. 
With a 28 


gauge gun a shooter's abilities would bo 
well tested. 


The English sparrow, if put up badly 


soared, will give considerable sport, and 
the roah who can got throo with two shots 
out of a small flying flock may regard 
himself as a good shot. Of course a man 
wouldn't aim ut the con tor of the flock 
and pull. Ho aims at particular birds, 
and If ho misses tho ones aimed at he culls 
the shoi) a miss. 
Red winged nnd crow 


blackbirds fly rapidly when thoir nests are 
not near by. They arc not protected and 
may be found in partly wooded pastures. 


Sonic sportsmen may object to this as 


being useless slaughter, and it would bo If 
tho birds were thrown away, but tho 
sportsman would not throw them iiwuy. 
He would dross them all, uxcopt tho king- 
fishers, which tnsto llshy, and 'thu pntplo 
they make would b<> followed by another 
before long.

tion of thu world tho wonderful buildings 
which ho has constructed and thinks him- 
self unrivaled its an architect, but, "Ho 
who touches man knowledge 1ms Instructed 
tho smallest Insects In the art of building 
and has thus anticipated tho works of 
man as an architect." They who bu tided 
tho tower of Babul thought thuir Invention 
of turning earth Into stone n most won- 
derful discovery, but thu white ant and 
thu busy llttlu boo had practiced this art 
from tho earliest days. 
Tho groat mathe- 


matician Instructed tho tiny boo how to 
build its first cell In tho manner which 
combines tho greatest amount of strength 
with tho least material. Instinct, which 
may ho called perpetual memory, has pre- 
served thu knowledge thug communicated, 
and tho art has boon practiced by tho 
countless myriads of their descendants In 
all climes and countries. The little boo has 
been engaged in storing away tho honoy 
In theso hexagonal cells, constructing tho 
cells of was and placing within them tho 
boo bread, a pasto made of pollen and 
honey, for tho food of tho young. In each 
of these cells tho quo™ ijeo deposits an 
egg. Some of tho bees surround their nests 
with down collected from tho loaves of 
plants to servo as a nonconductor of heat;

THE SALAD BOWL. 


OUqul'ltlon on tbe Green Thing* 


I rune Eye aud 1'aliUe. 


Salads supply what tho system, needs la 


tho way of mild acids, urn], when eaten in 
moderation and at Kuawnablo times, are a 
gentle aid and stimulant to digestion. 


Green salads not only please tho palate 


and aid digestion, but delight tho oyo by 
their fri>h appiarance, whicli wo nil know 
Is an Inducement to out. as there Is a very 
intimate connection between sight aud 
taste. 
Articled of food that look luinptiug 


and appetizing when brought to tho table 
appeal to thu palate, while nothing will 
take away all desire for food more quickly 
than carelessly prepared or ill looking 
dishes. And particularly is this true of 
the salad, which must never look inussy 
and pitched together in a hurry. 


Women ought to bo lettuco lovers, for 


this salad not only purifies tho blood and 
tonos the color, but steadies the nerves and 
successfully Wooes sleep. It can bo found 
in tho market every day of the year and in 
always reasonable iu price, which fact 
alono may account for its Immense popu- 
larity. The best variety Is known as Boa- 
ton head lettuco. Tho heads are compar- 
atively solid, the inner leaves being thiolc, 
light yellow in color and very louder and 
juioy. And now lot mo tell you how to 
always treat lettuco before procuring it for 
table: Pull the leaves apart, allowing each 
to remain whole; wash carefully; then lot 
it lay in very cold water for 15 minutes, 
after whicli shako tho water off ouch 
leaf, planing them in a white mosquito 
netting bag, and hang in tho refrigerator, 
there to drain quite dry and to become 
still more crisp. 
Lettuce should never be 


dressed until just beforo eating it, as it 
soon wilts and takes on a mussy appear- 
ance. 


Tho best plain lottuco salad has a French 


dressing, wliioh is n combination of oil, 
'very little vinegar and a generous amount 
of salt, and, if ono likes, thu very faintest 
suspicion of peppermint. 
An old Spanish 


proverb says, "To innko n perfect salad 
thoro should bo a spendthrift for oil, a 
miser for vinegar, a wlso man for salt nnd 
a madcap to stir the Ingredients and mix 
thorn well together. " 


A salad that is particularly appetizing 


and palatable is a sort of vegetable hodge- 
podge. Line tho bowl with plenty of crisp 
watur cross whluh has been treated in a 
drain and fruozo in tho refrigerator. Then 
fill with one, cup of pens, ono of beans, one 
of chopped carrots and one of chopped rod 
boots, all of which have been previously 
boiled and cooled. Toss lightly until thor- 
oughly mixed, cover with a thick layer of 
watercress and servo with a French dress- 
ing. — New York Journal. 


THE DEGRADATION OF SPAIN. 


Two Names That Stand Foremost In a 


ljonnr Record of Sliamc. 


The history of Spain had long been a- 


record of shame. Tho despicable character 
of thoir rulers had almost quenched tho 
innate nobility of the Spanish people, 
while the aristocraoy had sunk into u 
proud lethargy. In the story of national 
degradation at its worst two names must 
stand together as partners iu political 
crime—those of Gotloy nnd Esooiquiz, who 
sought to mask their own base ambitious 
behind tho acts of their feeble creatures, 
tho king and Ferdinand, Throughout the 
whole vile complot moves also a female 
figure—that of tho queen—whoso counter- 
part must bo sought in tho annals of 
witches, furies and hotcene. But there 
wore still loft uiioontaminated 11,000,000 
of the Spanish people. They wore indolent 
by nature, had been fettered both by tra- 
dition and by wornout institutions and 
had long groaned in the bondage of cor- 
rupt administration. With tho removal of 
the Bourbons all thoso servile parapher- 
nalia wore swept away. 


Tiie brothers Napoleon believed, and no 


doubt honestly, that pure anil capable ad- 
ministration under a modern system 
would soon produce order, industry, pros- 
perity aud pence, and that a grateful na- 
tion would before long acclaim Its preserv- 
ers and enroll itself as a devoted ally 
against tho perfidious and tyrannical gov- 
ernment of England. It is useless to spec- 
ulate how far this dream would have beau 
realized but for the uttor rottenness of the 
instruments with whloh the reformers 
worked. Tho king's senility, tho queen's 
lust, Godoy's greed, Eseoiquiz's self seek- 
ing, Ferdinand's 
unreliability, Mural's 


ambition, made a poor armory of qualities 
wherewith to accomplish a beneficent rev- 
olution. 
But the ono vital blunder was, 


after all, not in tho UHO of such tools. 
It 


was In the contempt for nationality shown 
flrst In making the treaty of Fontaine- 
blouu, then In its violation by tho subse- 
quent beiauro of Portugal, aud finally by 
tho occupation of Spain by French troops. 
Declaring that more had been lust than 
gained by the events which occurred at 
Bayonne, Talleyrand says that on ono oc- 
casion ho icily observed to Napoleon that 
society would pardon much to a man of 
tho world, but cheating at. cards never. If 
this be true, it was a stinging rebuke aud 
ono which touched the heart of tho whole 
matter.—"Life of Napoleon," by Professor 
W. M Hloano, in Ontury.
